It was
learned today that two of the convicts
had been shot and wounded slightly by
the first cageful of guards that de-
scended into the pit last night to res-
cue the fifteen guards held as hostages.

“When the cage reached’ the hottom
of the pit, a number of the convicts at-
tempted to make a stand, and a voliey
from the rescuers was fired above their
heads to frighten them.wOne man was
shot in the arm, and apother received
a bullet in the leg. This cowed the
others, and they surrendered without
. further trouble. The guards were first
sent to the top, the convicts following

up.
Many of the convicts had hidden in
the different tunnels, and it was after

midnight before all were found. The
convicts had gone for twenty-four
bhours practically without food, and

were glad to reach the top. At the pen-
itentiary each man was given but a
cup of coffee and a few slices of bread.
This served as the beginning of their
punishment. Today Warden Tomlinson
says he will punish the ringleaders se-
verely, and all will be kept in confine-
ment for a while. The two men shot
by, the guards were not badly
None of the fifteen guards held under
ground are any the worse for their ex-
perience.
